WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—In answer 
to one of the numerous protests which 
have been received at the White House 
against the new gold coins which. have 
been coined without the words “In God 
We Trust,’’ President Roosevelt has 
written a letter which he today made 
public. The letter follows: 

“When the question of the new coin- 
age came up we leoked into the law 
and found there was no warrant therein 
for putting ‘In God We Trust’ on the 
coin. As the custom, although with- 
, out legal warrant, had grown up, how- 
/ever, I might have felt at liberty to 
keep the inscription had I approved of 
its being on the coinage. But as I did 
not approve of it, I did not direct that 
‘it should again be put on.

‘“‘My own feeling in the matter is due 
to my very firm conviction that to put 
such a motto on coins, or to use it in 
any kindred manner, not only does no 
good, but does positive harm, and is, in 
fact, irreverence, which comes danger- 
ously close to sacrilege. A beautiful 
and solemn sentence such as the one in 
question should be treated and uttered 
only with that fine reverence which nec- 
essarily implies a certain exaltation of 
spirit. Any use which tends to cheapen 
it, and above all, any use which tends 
to secure its being treated in a spirit of 
levity, is from every standpoint pro- 
foundly to be regretted. 

Good Motto for Monuments. 

“Tt is a motto which it is indeed well 
to have inscribed on our great nation- 
al monuments, in our temples of justice, 
our legislative halls, and in buildings 
such as those at West Point and An- 
napolis—in short, wherever it will tend 
to arouse and inspire a lofty emotion in 
those who look thereon. 

“But it seems to me eminently unwise 
to cheapen such a motto by use on 
coins, just as it would be to cheapen it 
by use on postage stamps, or in adver- 
tisements.

He played with the 
children, Joseph, 7 years old, and Eliza- 
beth, 1% years old. At 7:15 he went 
downstairs, and she thought he had 
gone to the basement to attend to the 
furnace. 

She called him, and when he did not 
answer, she went to the first floor and 
found him in the library. The Travers 
family lived at 4884 McPherson avenue 
until a month ago, when they moved to 
their new home in Kirkwood. 

Travers generally was considered 
wealthy. He was connected with many 
real estate organizations and was a

Exeryone must 
remember the inn »‘merable cartoons and 
articles based on phrases like ‘In God 
we trust for the eight cents;’ ‘In God 
we trust for the short weight;’ ‘In God 
we trust for the 37 ccnts we don't pay,’ 
and so forth and so forth. 

“Surely I am well within bounds wren 
I say that a use of the phrase which 
invites constant levity of this type is 
most undesirable.

ago, with a last word for her daughter 
on her lips. 

The verdict acquitting the 20-year-old 
girl of murder in the second degree was 
unsealed a few minutes after 10 o'clock 
this morning. It had been returned 
Tuesday night. As the 12 jurymen filed 
into the box, the careworn girl scanned 
their faces for a glint of liberty. 

When the words freeing her were 
read, ““Tess’’ looked quickly toward her 
father, Edward Sullivan. He got up, 
and she followed. Seeming much em- 
barrassed, the father walked to Attor- 
ney James C. Shaner, who had defended 
the girl, and said: 

“I thank you, sir, and I'll pay you 





for this, though maybe you weren’t ex- 
pecting anything. If my girl had been 
taken away from me, my home would 
have been broken up.” 

Says She Was Worried. 

Outside the courtroom ‘‘Tess”’ said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter: ‘I didn’t see 
how they could do anything but turn 
me loose, but it did have me worried 
when the Assistant Circuit Attorney 
said it was one of the worst murder 
plots he’d ever heard of. 

“Why, it wasn’t any plot. 
just the way I told it in court. I didn’t 
mean to stab him. I loved him. I love 
him still. I never did love anybody but 
my parents and Mike. 

“But he was a strong man, a fight- 
ing man, and when he came at me the 
way he did, I knew I had to defend 
myself. And I just struck at him, with- 
out ever stopping to think whether I 
had my Knife in my hand or not. 

“He was known as a fighter. I sup- 
pose there are a thousand men in North 
St. Louis who are glad he’s dead, be- 
ci.use they were afraid of him when he 


was alive.” 
The girl and her father went to Law- 


yer Shaner’s office near the Four 
Courts, and remained there some time 
before starting for their home, 319 
North Second street. 

Visits Best Friend, 

After leaving Shaner’s office, ‘“Tess’’ 
went to the home of her friend, Mrs.

Eleventh streets, where she gave relicf 
to the long strain by having a good cry. 

There was a shout of glad welcome as 
little Rosa and Jennie rushed into the 
Deivel house and were hugged close to 
“Tess,’’ who had come home. ‘The elder 
sister wept over the children and prom- 
ised them again and again that she was 
going to take the place of ‘‘dear moth- 
or.”" 

“O, we are so glad, Tessie, that the 
Judge let you go,” cried 10-year-old 
Rosa. Wee Jennie, the favorite of the 
dead mother, loolked at her big siste> 
with soulful eyes. The little girl could 


not speak for joy. 
“Jennie has dae all along to take 


her mother’s load of sorrow on her 
shoulders,” said Mr. Sullivan. ‘“‘When 
she died the last words were for Tess 
and Jennie. I wish she could have lived 
to be glad today.”’ 

“Yes, dear mother; it broke her heart,” 
exclaimed the dreamy-eyed girl who had 
just gained her freedom.

Young Belleville Offender 
Learns Sister Died on 
Day of Arrest.

Jewell Berery, 15 years old, a prisoner 
in the Belleville Jail, knows how the 
prodigal son felt when the aged father 
of the parable cried out in an ecstacy of 


tenderness and joy: ‘‘This, my son, was 
lost and is found, was dead and is alive 
again.”’ 

The boy was arrested two weeks ago 
cn a charge of vagrancy and on Nov. 
1 was convicted and sentenced to 15 
days in prison. News of this has 
reached his mother, Mrs. Lola Allen, at 
Miami, I. T., and she has written him 
& letter, the loving messages of which 
give promise of redeeming the wayward 
boy. 

The lad’s parents have been divorced. 
The father, Frank Berery, is living at 
Joplin and the mother has married 
again. She supposed the boy was with 
his father, but now, misinformed as to 
the date of his conviction, thinks he 
has been in Jail since Oct. 1. 


Letter Gives Sad News, 
In a letter to Chief Nebgen of the 


Belleville police she says: 

“Hold Jewell until I send the money 
for him to return or come to bring him 
home.”’ 

But the letter to the boy himself is 
one of the saddest and sweetest ever de- 
livered at the Jail in Belleville. 

“Dear little son,” writes the mother, 
“I just got a letter from your papa this 
morning and he sent me the letter from 
the Chief of rolice stating that you are 
O, Jewell, why did you do like 
that? Jewell, while little Musette was 
dying you were in Jail. Little Musette 
(the boy’s only sister) was buried on 
the 18th of last ‘month. She died three 
hourse after she was taken ill. 

“She called to you the night before 
she died and cried and asked if you 
would ever come home again. She cried 
most every day for you. 

“Jewell, what has made you do this 
way? Have I not talked and prayed 
for you to do right and be a good boy? 
You are welcome to come home to me 
and stay as long as you will. I will 
always love you and pray for you as I 
have ‘always done before. Jewell, I 
inever thought that the only boy I have 
on earth would do as you have done. 
;Come home, darling, and stay with 
mamma. I am so lonesome since little 
Musette went away. I wish you could 
have seen her before she died-—she loved 
you so. 

Wants Son to Come Home.

Ten-Year-Old Ida May Bunt- 
ing Star Witness in Mur- 
der Trial. 





Tne word of a 10-vear-old girl is re- 
led upon by Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Newton-to send John R. Dunne, on 
trial for murder in the Criminal Court, 
to the gallows. Dunne was placed on 
trial Wednesday morning, a previous 
prosecution on a charge of second-de- 
gree murder having been nolle-prossed 
by the State when a new trial was 
granted by Judge Muench. Dunne is ac- 
cused of the murder of John Cook, a 
King’s highway saloon habitue, better 
known as “Blackie.”’ The star witness 
in the case is Ida May Bunting. 

After Dunne had been sentenced to 
12 years in the Penitentiary for the 
death of Cook, and the State later had 
nolle-prossed the case when the new 
trial was granted, the girl was found 
by agents of the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice. : 

She asserted that on the night of the 
murder she had seen a young man grap- 
yling with Cook in the alley where he 
was killed. Sne described the murderer 
28 a man who was “white from the 
waist up."” Dunne wore a white sweater 
on the night of the crime. 

In company with Cook, he was at the 
Bellevue saluon at King’s highway and 
Easton avenue They went from there 
to an adjoining saloon at King’s high- 
Way and an alley. The next morning 
Cook's battered body was found In the 
alley, and on circumstantial evidence 
along Dunne was found guilty of ‘sec- 
ond-degree murder.

Wednesday, in charge of a matron.

Phildius, stenographer in the office of 


the Superintendent of Public Schools 
here, killed herself with carbolic acid 
last night because she could not ‘con- 
vince her conscience that she was a 
good Christian and therefore did not 
consider herself worthy of the hand of 
a young traveling man who had be sais 
posed marriage to her. 

Before taking the poison Miss Phildius 
wrote a note to her widowed mother 
with whom she lived, as follows: 


Darling Mother: I am tired and sick and 
am not good enough to.live. Forsive e. all 
of you. Good-by. ELEN. 


Miss Phildius had been employed in 
the public school offices five years and 
was regarde: as a model girl. For a 
number of years she was a member of 
the First Baptist Church and was an 
active worker in the Sunday school. 

Withdrew From Church. 

Last August she surprised her pastor, 
Dr. T. W. OkKelley, by asking that her 
name be removed from the church rolls. 
She told the preacher that she was not 
good enough to be a church member. 
He attempted to dissuade her, but she 
was insistent and her name was re- 
moved. 

For a time Miss ‘Phildius did not seem 
interested in church work, but two 
weeks ago, when Dr. W. W. Hamilton 
of Atlanta, Ga., came here to conduct a 
revival, she attended the first meeting 
and was at each subsequent service un- 
til the night before she killed herself. 
While she was deeply tnterested in t.ie 
sermons, she displayed no excitement, 
but appeared more and more despondent. 

Was Asked to Wed. 

Some weeks ago the young woman's 
wooer pressed her for an answer to his 
proposal of marriage and she promised 
it on Christmas. After that she ap- 
peared more cheerfu. until the revival in 
the First Baptist Church began.

Every Ohio Town Within Radius 
of Sixty, Miles Feels 


Shock. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

BRADNER, O., Nav. 13.—The Her- 
cules nitroglycerin factory, located a 
mile and a half east of this place, was 
blown up this morning with terrific 
force. Only. three employes were in the 
neighborhood when the explosion «oc- 
curred. The dead are: W. C. Cisco, 
burned to death; Jolin Washburn, blown 
to fragments. Seriously injured, Henry 
Easton, superintendent of the factory; 
wil] probably die. A residence near the 
ecene of the accident was utterly demol- 
ished and it is not yet known whether 
the occupants have all escaped. 

Nothing remains of the factory except 
a huge pit where it was. In Bradner 
no damage was done except to windows 
and mirrors, which were shattered by 
hundreds.” 

Cisco was battered up by ihe explo- 
sion and tell among the debris which 
caught fire and he was burned to death.

MRS, BRADLEY 
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All Are Subject to Challenge, 
However, and May Be 
Excused. 
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(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—The trial 
of Mrs. Annie M. Bradley, charged with 
the murder of former Un.ted States 
Senator Brown of Utah, was resumed in 
District Criminal Court No. 1 at 10 
o'clock today. The case had been post- 
poned from last Monday on account of 
the deat! of Justice McComas of the 
Court of Appeals of the Distr'‘ of 
Columbia. 

Mrs. Bradley promptly followed Judge 
Stafford into the courtroom, and, taking 
her seat just back of her counsel, faced 
the court squarely. The proceedings 
began with a brief statement by As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Turner, 
concerning the crime charged. He 
merely said that the charge was that 
ef murder in the first degree in shoot- 
ing ‘‘one Arthur Brown,” at the Raleigh 
Hotel in this city on the eighth of last 
December, who lingered until the thir- 
teenth of that month, when he died. The 
Statement evidently embarrassed the de- 
fendant. She placed her gloved hand 
to her face and her head shook. per- 
ceptibly. She was apparently much re- 
lieved when Mr. Turner concluded and 
the court turned to the duty of selecting 
a jury. 

Twelve men of the regular panel were 
called, and James L. Feeney, the first 
man interrogated, answered the ques- 
tions of the lawyers of both sides with- 





out provoking a challenge. He had 
formed no opinion in the case; had no 
prejudice against capital punishment; 
no predelictions in favor of women 
charged with a capital offense, did not 
believe any person has a right to take 
the law into their own hands to avenge 
& personal wrong. + . 
Second Juror Accepted. 

Chris Herzog, a Swiss restaurant 
keeper, was also passed, at least tem- 
porarily, and was followed by David 
M. Lee, a native of Richmond, Va., 
whose reply to the questions asked sup- 
plied the first stumbling block. Asked 
if he could render a fair and impartial 
verdict, he replied: “I am from a sec- 
tion of the country that believes in the 
higher law and am an advocate of it; 
J approve of what was done in the Cul- 
pepper case; I belleve there are certain 
circumstances that justify persons in 
taking the law into their hands.” 

He evidently pleased the defense, 
and notwithstanding Mr. Horner’s ques- 
tions brought out the expression of the 
opinion by Mr. Lee that he could ren- 
der a verdict in accordance with the 
testimony. The Court sustained a per- 
emptory chalierge, and Mr. Lee re- 
tired. 

Mr. Horner questioned all the talesmen 
as to whether the plea of dementia 
would encounter prejudice in their 


minds.

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»~rejudice in her favor, and most of the 
jurymen replied that if the testimony 
justified such a course they would be 
willing to return a verdict in favor of 
capital punishment regardless of the 
question of sex. 

Samuel J. Gray,a negro, was excused 
on a peremptory challenge by the de- 
fense because he entertained prejudices 
against the plea of insanity. “I just 
don’t believe in it,” he said, and Mr. 
Hoover lost no time in demanding his 
release. 

“I just wouldn’t vote that way,” said 
Charles H. Wilcox, an insurance man 
and a native of Georgia, in such clear 
and distinct tones as to cause a general 
demonstration throughout the _ court- 
room, when asked to explain his ex- 
pressed prejudice against capital pun- 
ishment for a woman. He waz prompt- 
ly excused by the prosecution. Walter 
A. Baum was excused because he did 
not believe in hanging, although not op- 
posed to capital punishment in other 
forms. 

When, at 12:36, the Court took a recess, 
there were 12 men in the jury box, but 
all of them subject to challenge. 

Mrs. Bradley was again today the 
object of general attention As on 
Monday, the courtroom was crowd- 
ed and much interest was  mani- 
fested .in the least important de- 
tails connected with the case. Those 
present were the 26 jurymen _be- 


longing to the regular panel, and soon 
aiter the beginning of the session the 
court began the selection of the 12 men 
before whom the facts will be present- 
ed. The.names of the men on the reg- 
ular panel were first called, but it was 
generally believed that it would be ex- 
hausted long before the jury would 
be secured. 

The case has attracted so much atten- 
tion from the time of the tragedy last 
vecember that most people in the dis- 
trict have formed some opinion and it 
is generally believed that it will be dif- 
ficult to get 12 men who are unpreju- 
diced to sit in the case. Mrs. Brad- 
ley’s counsel say, however, that they 
do not propose to be over-particular in 
the selection of the jury and that all 
they want is men of intelligence and 
fairness.
